Select u circular cardboard frame and 
a sheet of pure white water color paper. 
Then cover tho framo neatly * ith white 
crepe paper, and when fbat is d:ne 
mark on the drawing paper two circles 
tho exact size, one of the opening and 
one of tjio edge of the frame. 

Within the space so formed paint a 
wuatl] of lilies like or similar to the 
one given aud take uauu that you get 
all tho color the leaven allow and nil the 
lovely shading of tne flowers as well as 
their perfect form. 

When the painting is quite dry, lay 
it down upon a smooth board amt fasten 
it securely in its place with tour thumb 
tacks, one in each corner. Then take a 
very sharp knife and cut the paper on 
ail tiie lim-s of the wreath. 

Lift it up witli great care and paste 
it neatly into the frame. 

Tho breadth should !*i so arranged 
that petals of the lilies extend hero and 
there over the line of the cireln so as to 
avoid anything like a stiff line. Then 
when you insert your photograph the 
soft curves of the blossoms will ourl 
about the fact*, and you will get the ef- 
fect of a head jteepmg through tbu frame 
of lilies in place of such a bard Hue as 
oue usually sues.
